5. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount to be 
made to those persons who shall pay their taxes within a reason- 
able time after they receive notice of the taxes assessed against 
them and to fix the amount of such discount and the time within 
which such discount shall be allowed. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to participate with the other 
towns and cities in the area in the advertising, promotional and 
publicity activities of the New Hampshire Seacoast Regional Devel- 
opment Association as authorized by law and to raise and appro- 
priate the necessary sum of money therefor. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town Road Aid from 
the State for the construction of town roads and to raise and appro- 
priate the necessary sum of money therefor.

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AN OLD PHOTOGRAPH OF SANDY BEACH AND FORT POINT LIGHT 
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Selectmen's Report (2nd) 
On The “Sandy Beach” Controversy 


Sandy Beach was widely used by townspeople last summer, 
and many of them were aware, in June and July, that our litiga- 
tion to protect the beach was progressing. A number of our 
witnesses were take to view the beach at that time. In a four-day 
period, depositions (written records of testimony) of twelve of our 
older witnesses were taken. Aside from the preservation of these 
testimonial records for use at the coming trial in the Rand case, 
the deposition sessions brought to light some marvelous photo- 
graphic evidence tending to confirm our contentions about the 
town’s rights to this beach. 


Our suit against Raymond and Ruth Horne is apparently near 
to a desirable ending. Late in 1958, the Hornes sold their property 
abutting on Sandy Beach to Mr. and Mrs. Norman Flagg. The 
Flaggs have indicated that they will convey to the town clear 
rights to the area the Hornes claimed in Sandy Beach itself. Our 
attorneys are preparing a deed defining the property line at that 
Ocean Street end of the beach. When a satisfactory deed is executed 
by the Flageges, the Horne-Flagg suit will be closed, and the Town’s 
rights of access to the beach from Ocean Street will be clear and 
permanent. 


The Town’s suit against Dorothy H. Rand is very near to trial. 
It would have been tried this January if Mrs. Rand’s attorneys 
hadn’t found a new loophole to delay trial. A technicality as to 
time of recording the town’s depositions was raised, and as the 
Superior Court rulings left the matter still in doubt, our attorneys 
reluctantly agreed with Rand’s to an expedited Supreme Court 
appeal. The matter was argued in the N. H. Supreme Court en 
February 4, 1959, so a decision may have been handed down on 
that by the time of our 1959 Town Meeting. Our deepest concern 
is and has been the long series of delaying tactics by opposing 
counsel and the apparent hesitation on their part to face our evi- 
dence directly. 


The latest Rand appeal, now already argued and awaiting the 
Court’s opinion, is the last obstacle to trial of the Rand case itself. 
Our attorneys are satisfied that New Castle v. Rand will go to trial 
within the next four months. The necessary preparations have 
been made, and we look forward to the culmination of the long, 
patient efforts of our town and its attorneys in this coming trial. 


Our attorneys particularly wanted us to express their admira- 
tion for the willingness (to testify) and the courage that that calls 
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for, on the part of the elderly witnesses who gave us their testi- 
mony in June and July, 1958; and in memory, to Elmer Sherman 
Pridham, one of them no longer with us. 


We must report that the expense of the Horne-Rand litigation 
in the past year has been higher than expected, but we think 
soundly spent in careful preparation for trial. Part of this expense, 
too, is attributable to our attempt to preserve our deposition evi- 
dence for use, if necessary, against other abutters who may dispute 
the Town’s rights in Sandy Beach. The Supreme Court will tell us 
whether we have succeeded in properly preserving that evidence. 
Joined with Mrs. Rand in attempting to keep us from preserving 
that evidence were five other residents. So your selectmen, and 
our attorneys, have met considerable opposition throughout these 
proceedings, and the expense has been increased by the efforts of 
some residents, through counsel, to prevent the town from pre- 
serving the testimony of its elderly witnesses.

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The expenses above amounted to about 5% cents of every 
dollar spent for New Castle affairs, town and school, in 1958. This 
does not seem to us too much to spend, over a few years, to at- 
tempt to preserve your rights to use Sandy Beach; now the only 
public beach left in our town. 


Vigorous prosecution of the Rand case in 1959 should end this 
battle. We want to see both sides of the case fully and fairly pre- 
sented and a final determination made. We feel that the Town has 
been right, and that its long standing claims will be vindicated.

Castle, in the County of Rockingham, State of New Hampshire, 
qualified to vote upon District Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the TOWN HALL in the 
said District of NEW CASTLE on the NINTH day of MARCH, 
next, at 7:30 P. M. in the TOWN HALL to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose a moderator for the ensuing year. 


2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 
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3. To choose a member of the School Board for the ensuing 
three years. 


4. To choose a treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or 
Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


6. To choose Agents, Auditors, and Committees in relation to 
any subject embraced in the warrant. 


7. To see if the District will vote to authorize the School Board 
to make application for and to accept, on behalf of the District, 
any or all grants or other funds for educational purposes which 
may now or hereafter be forthcoming from the United States Gov- 
ernment or from the State of New Hampshire. 


8. To see if the District will vote to authorize the construction 
of an addition to the present Maude H. Trefethen School building 
consisting of two classrooms, and incidental facilities at a cost 
not to exceed Fifty-Two Thousand Dollars ($52,000.00), including 
the construction of the addition, furnishings and equipment, archi- 
tectural and other fees, grading, and any other items incidental to 
and necessary for such construction; and to authorize the school 
committee to act as a building committee or to authorize the 
moderator to appoint a building committee consisting of the school 
committee and four other legal voters in the district, to determine 
the final construction plans, to engage the services of an architect, 
to solicit bids from competent firms, to accept the most advanta- 
geous bid or bids, to supervise the construction and to see that the 
contracts are carried out, to purchase the necessary equipment 
and furnishings, to accept the project for the School District, and 
to take any other necessary or desirable action in connection with 
such bids, contracts, construction, and all other matters in con- 
nection therewith. 


9. To see if the School District will appropriate a sum not 
exceeding Fifty-Two Thousand Dollars ($52,000.00) for the pur- 
pose of constructing an addition to the present Maude H. Trefethen 
School, and all other items as described in Article 8 of this warrant, 
and determine how such appropriation or any part thereof shall 
be raised, whether by taxation, by borrowing or otherwise, and, 
if by borrowing, to authorize the issue and sale of bonds or notes 
of the School District therefor under and pursuant to the Municipal 
Finance Act as amended, and other applicable laws. 


10. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Forty-Five Hundred Dollars ($4500.00) for the employment 
of one additional teacher, the increased cost of utilities, custodial 
services and supplies, payment of interest on debt, and other inci- 
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dental expenses for the coming year, required by the acceptance 
of Article 8. 


11. To see if the District will vote to authorize and accept the 
employment of an Assistant to the Superintendent of Supervisory 
Union No. 21; this article to take effect for the Supervisory Union 
Year beginning July 1, 1960; provided that each of the Districts in 
the Supervisory Union vote to accept this article. 


12. To see what sum of money the District will raise and ap- 
propriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of School Dis- 
trict officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory obliga- 
tions of the District, and to authorize the application against said 
appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be received from 
the state equalization fund together with other income, the School 
Board to certify to the Selectmen the balance between the estimated 
revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by 
the Town.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of the School District of 
New Castle: 


I am pleased to have the opportunity to submit my first 
annual report as your Superintendent of Schools. I shall endeavor 
to meet the standards of excellence established by my predecessors, 
Mr. Roy Gillmore and Dr. Edward'C. Manning, and continue their 
assistance to the people of New Castle for the betterment of your 
schools. 


The educational services in Supervisory Union No. 21 continue 
to progress. We have doubled the number of special classes, have 
embraced educational TV, and our programs for the academically 
superior children are in their second year. It is a tribute to the 
School Boards that these advance steps have been taken. 


The pressing problem of the moment is the continual growth 
of the enrollment. New Castle, especially, feels this and a thorough 
study is being undertaken to determine the best means of finding 
a solution. 


The recommendation of this office is that a two-room addition 
to the Trefethen School be constructed. The large number of children 
scheduled for Grades One and Two for 1959-60 will place an un- 
reasonable burden on the teacher. This burden will advance through 
the grades and be with us for some time. 


The addition of two rooms will permit a shifting of grades 
from one room to another, thus enabling the enrollment, in any 
one room, to be controlled. Additionally, the present Grade One 
room can be utilized as an activity room, a much desired part of 
any modern school building. 


The need for construction was recognized last year, but was 
defeated at the School District Meeting. The need is greater now, 
and will continue to increase in severity. I am confident the School 
District will support their School Board and vote the necessary 
funds for the addition. 


The budget has not been completed at the time of this writing, 
but I am certain we can expect an increase. The major items are 
tuition, transportation, and salaries. 


The tuition rate is established by the receiving district within 
the limits set by the State, and is beyond our control. Transporta- 
tion, of course, is established by mileage and number of students, 
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and is controlled by those factors. Teachers’ salaries, always a 
problem, remain so. 


New Castle is fortunate to have a competent staff of ex- 
perienced teachers. It is to your advantage to meet the competition 
in salaries of surrounding areas in order that they remain with us. 
Few schools have the good fortune to retain all their teachers 
over a sustained period and this is, of course, desirable. 


New Castle shares some of the problems of the Supervisory 
Union of which it is an integral part. Among these is the need for 
additional administrative assistance and the need for permanent 
office space. The former question is posed in an article in the 
School District Warrant and it should receive your favorable con- 
sideration. The latter is under study by a sub-committee and a 
solution seems near at hand. 


I wish to thank the School Board, Teachers, and Citizens of 
New Castle for their cooperation. It is a pleasure to work with you 
and I look forward to the forthcoming year with high expectations 
for the continued improvement of our schools.

Report of the New Castle School Nurse 
March 1958 to February 1959 


School physicals for the current school year have been com- 
pleted by Dr. David Straus, assisted by the school nurse. Sixty-four 
pupils were examined during three school visits. The following 
health and dental conditions were noted: 


Three dietary, one heart, seven dental, three orthopedic, two 
tonsils, one posture and six additional conditions. 


In October, 78 pupils were given patch tests under the auspices 
of the New Hampshire Tuberculosis Association. All were negative. 


It is hoped that the New Castle school will be visited by a 
mobile dental clinic which will clean, check and apply fluoride 
treatment to teeth of children whose parents are anxious for this 
cavity prevention treatment. This is a state-approved program. 
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All children again will receive visual acuity tests during the 
coming months. A pre-school clinic will be held in June. 


Children who have been absent from school three or more 
days must be examined by the school nurse. In case of communi- 


cable disease a doctor’s certificate must be obtained. 


The school nurse makes weekly visits to the school and at this 
time discussed health problems with the teachers and talks to the 


children. 


She may be reached by telephone at any time and desires to 
work with parents and teachers and school authorities in promot- 


ing and maintaining a healthful school environment.
